Service is helping to reduce this 
loss. Cowbird control began in 
Michigan in 1972. 

Wes Jones, biologist with the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
and a member of the Kirtland's 
warbler recovery team called 
efforts at cowbird control a 
“major success”. 

According to Jones, no de- 
predation or parasitism from 
cowbirds could be found in the 
nests surveyed. Jones added 
that 80 fledgling Kirtland's 
warblers were found in the 25 
nesis sampled. “hn invee of the 
nests sampled, six eggs were 
found in each nest.” he said. 

While a 10 percent deciine in 
the warbler breeding population 
is noteworthy, it is not an ab- 
notinai fiuciuaiion. 

Ffforts at cowbird control and 
speculation over sightings of 
Kirtiand’s warblers at other 
locations have biologists opti- 
mistic. One male was discover- 
ed in Ontario, Canada, and 
anoiher was found 60 miles to 
the east in Quebec. A spot 
check of similar habitat in Wis- 
consin turned up two males 
near Black River Falls Wis 
this sprina. 


Bioiogists speculate these - 


isolated sightings may be rem- 
nant populations of the species 
or they may be pioneering at- 
tempts to locate additional 
breeding habitat The birds 
sighted in Canada and Wiscon- 
sin were banded earlier in 
Michigan. 

The Kirtland’s warbler is of- 
ticially listed as an endangered 
species by both the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. Michigan, the Fed- 
eral Government, and Michigan 
AUGUDON groups afe cuUuperat- 
ing to provide new habitat and 
proteciion for the species dur- 
ing its breeding season in 
Michigan

Columnist John Roche finds “singu- 
lar parallels” between the Harding and 
Carter administrations: 

“Harding was seen as a tranquilizer 
after the incredible tensions of Wilson’s 
war and ‘Red Scare;’ Carter as a friendly 
ole boy who would exorcise the spec- 
ters of Indochina, Watergate and the 
‘Imperial Presidency’ ,” Roche writes. 

“Indeed, each won by advocating the 
American version of the withering away 
of the state.” 

Roche claims that Harding, “while 
personally honest, couldn't tell a prin- 
ciple from a fire plug,” and cites 
Harding’s belief that “ideas were irele- 
vant to politics.” 

As a resuit, Roche says, 
administration “was a 
ganized act.” He continues: “The Presi- 
dent, animated by no strong body of 
convictions except belief in ‘Normatcy,’ 
turned the kiddies loose to play. Sec- 
retary of State Charles Evans Hughes, a 
brilliant, aloof figure, made foreign 
policy. Secretary of the Treasury 
Andrew Mellon ran a tight, clean ship, 
and determined American financial 
policy. Elsewhere — notably in the 
departments of Justice and Interior — 
the thieves did their own thing. All the 
President asked was loyalty.” 

Then Roche points to “the varying 
views of the top foreign policy spokes- 
men” in the Carter team, including 
Vance, Brzezinski, Young and Brown. 

With Carter at the helm today, Roche 


iis “Gad rosomblances to the earlier 
era. Leaving aside the vast difference in 
personal lifestyles, there is the same 
absence of an ideojogical thrust.”

more “overseers of the poor” 
in each township. The first 
“overseers” were appointed 
in Michigan in 1801 and serv- 
ed at the township level. 

When Michigan became a 
state in 1837, the township 
plan of relief was abolished 
and the legislative bodies of 
the respective counties were 
authorized to appoint three 
superintendents of the poor 
to administer the pocrhouse 
and to otherwise care for the 
destitute. This is the histo- 
rical basis for the present- 
day county “Social Services 
Board”.
